Morse, later astounded the wot Id 
with his great, invention, the tide 
graph. In fact, inont of the prac- 
tical applications of electricity were 

first made lo America — the tele- 
phone, the electric light, the motor 
and the trolley car, and a thousand

For centuries men didn't know 
what brains were for ; they didn't 
know their brains had anything to 
do with the mind. 

In the Bible the word "brain" is 
never mentioned, and the Greek 
philosopher, Aristotle, who 'had' 
examined the brain with great care, 
believed that its function was to 
cool the blood. 

The ancient Hebrews thought the 
mind was located in Iho kidneys 
and the lender emotions in the 
expression " bowels of compassion." 

After many years some one no- 
ticed the fact, that when the optic 
nerves were severed, total blindness 
followed. This proved that Hie 
faculty of Bight had its seal in the 
brain. In other words, we do not 
see with the eyes but with the 
brain. The eyes are like the 
glasses in a pair of spectacles 

Dr. (Jail, who was a Student of 
human brains and heads, believed 
that there were twenty-four brain 
"localities" which could be identi 
lied on the outer surface of the 
skull. His pupil, Spurzheim, in- 
creased the number to thirty-eight. 

These two men originated the SO- 
c died science of Phrenology. They 
thought that ability and character 
could be known by the size and 
shape of the skull, and especially 
by the "bumps" on the skull. 

They did not study a sufficient 
number of Drains, or they would 
have fonnd their mistake. Paupers, 
men who didn't have enough capa- 
city to make a living, were found 
dying in hospitals; their mathema- 
tical convolutions were as largely 
developed as the brains of the 
greatest mathematicians. 

Dr. 1'au! Broca, an eminent, hos- 
pital surgeon in Parts, was the first 
man lo show in what portion of the 
brain was the seat of articulate 
speech. This was in Apiil, 1861. 
It was subsequently diaoovered that 
there was a definite place in the 
brain for the memory of words 
heard, and another place for the 
memory of words seen. 

Il has been demonstrated that the 
anatomical seat of the faculty of 
speech is found in only one of the 
heinpisheres of the brain. In a 
right handed person this place is in 
the left hemisphere. It shows the 
connection lad ween speech and 
gesture. 

Of Donne the original way of 
making individuals understand 
each other was by gesture. The 
infant Stretches forth its hand to 
signify that it wants something ; 
that is the only way it, can express 
itself until it learns by Imitation to 
use words. 

The result of Scientific investiga- 
tion is the knowledge that one heini 
sphere of the brain remains word- 
less and therefore thoughtless 
through life. 

If a certain part of the brain is 
injured, a person may not he able 
to recognize the members of his own 
family, even though he sees them. 
If there is an injury to the auditory 
i of the brain, the person will 
not be able to know the most fami 
liar tunes when he hears them, and 
if there is injury to another certain 
part of the brain, he loses the power 
lo distinguish sounds so thai he can 
not tell the bark ol a dog from the 
son<; of a bird. 

The brain is a silent organ ; no 
body could see it work. That is 
why Its functions were not known 
lot so many centuries. The wisest 
men of antiquity had no idea that 
it was connected with thought or 
feeling. — Sentinel.

Shall we soon be living in a world 
where everything is made of paper? 
Scientists say the prospect is not 
unlikely. Almost every day sees 
surprising new additions to the 
already long list of things whieh 
can be manufactured from pulp. 

Il is very doubtful whether an- 
other material so univeisally use 
ful as paper pulp is to be found. 
Car wheels of paper made a great 
sensation years ago, but paper belt- 
iug and cog-wheels are now well 
known, as aie paper garments, 
which aie used in many hospitals. 
Even paper stockings have been 
used, and paper towels are required 
by law in hotels and other public 
places in many States. 

In Japan, where walls and win- 
dows are made of paper, you can 
buy a paper waterproof for a few 
cents and wear it a year. Barrels, 
pails, bathtubs, oooking utensils 
and washboards of paper, are to be 
found in many houses. Floor co- 
vering and wall hangings of paper 
are nothing uew, while paper gas 
pipes are not seldom met. Paper 
insulating material, imitation lea- 
ther, and threads and fabrics of the 
same material follow without uum- 
ber. 

Sills are something new iu the 
way of papei articles, while hygienic 
paper drinking cups and bottles that 
can be thrown away as soon as used 
are employed in greater number. 
Paper pulp and paper of all kinds 
have won out as packing material, 
from the finest examples of the in- 
dustrial oartou to the coarse paper 
bag for weights of a hundred pounds 
or mote. 

Lately paper pulp has appeared 
as a substitute for wood in carpentry, 
especially in shipbuilding, where 
lightness is all important, B ards, 
laths, etc., of paper pulp, which can 
easily be pressed into shape, are 
much cheaper than those of wood, 
as are plastic ornaments of all kinds. 
Such imitation boards of paper 
pulp can easily be fastened together 
with paper screws.

An Egg-Laying Animal. 

Strange to say, there is a species 
of mammal the females of which 
lay eggs, from which tbe young are 
hatched like the young birds, says 
the Youth's CoiniMnion. 

The echidna, for that is the name 
of this creature, is perhaps of tbe 
lowest order of mammals, and Is a 
kind of connecting link between 
mammals and reptiles. 

Recently five of these little beasts 
were brought to this country alive 
from the island of Tasmania. They 
are about the size of a baby porcu- 
pine, an d with strong spines 
set thickly all over their skins, and 
by way of a nose they have a slen- 
der and narrow beak of white horn. 

The echidna has very long, sharp 
olaws with which it digs a deep bur- 
row. In this burrow it builds a 
nest for its young and deposits one 
or two eggs, which are inclosed In a 
strong, flexible shell, three fourths 
of an inch iu length by two-thirds 
of an inch in diameter. When 
first hatched the young are blind 
and hairless aud their beaks are 
very short. These curious animals 
live on insects, small crustaceans, 
and wot ma.

NAVAL DEriNITIONS 

Pat horn — A measure of six feet. 

Turret — A tower for the protec- 
tion of the gunners. 

Crow's N6st — A perch for the 
lookout at the mast head. 

Armament — A term expressing 
collectively all the guns of a ship. 

Capstan— A machine used on 
board ships for lifting heavy 
weights. 

How Chaser — A gun mounted in 
the bow to (Ire on retreating vessels. 

Bulkhead — A partition separating 
compartments on the same deck. 

Cable — A long, heavy chain used 
to retain a ship in place at anchor. 

Binnacle — The compass box of a 
ship, with a light to show it at 
night. 

Gangway — Tbe aperture in a 
ship's side where persons enter and 
depart. 

Displacement — The weight in tons 
of the volume of water displaoed by 
a ship's hull. 

Barbette — A fixed circular belt 
of armor for protecting the guns in 
a revolving turret. 

Knot — A nautical mile of 4,025 
yards, equal lo about one and one- 
eighth statute miles. 

Monitor — A low, nearly fiat 
bottomed, armored vessel, with one 
or two turrets, each carrying two 
guns. 

Bridge — A platform above tbe 
rail extending across the deck for 
the convenience of the ship's 
officers. 

Conning Tower — An armored 
tower where the wheel, engine, 
telegraphs, etc, are located and

Miss Pitrois' letter is couched in 
terms of gratitude in behalf of the 
sufferers, and appreciation of the 
American deaf who subscribed to 
the fund, and we feel sore that 
every single one of them feels am 
ply repaid for any sacrifice which 
parting with their money entailed. 
A letter just received from M. 
Smile Mercier, from Paris, express- 
es bis willingness to accept a part 
of the Fund for distribution, but. 
advises that we defer forwarding it 
until the district is not occupied by 
warring soldiery. He also writes 
that his residence at Epernay was 
destroyed and his private wine cel- 
lar pillaged, bat that the Mercier 
Champagne works and cellars were 
not disturbed. He also owned pro- 
perty in Rheims which was destroy- 
and adds that the Circle of Abbe 
de FEpee in that city has not been 
harmed. 

Mr. Robert Dresse, of Belgium, 
to whom a third part of the Fund is 
to be entrusted, is now living at 
Folkestone, England. Consequent- 
ly, until there are great modifica- 
tions in conditions at present exist- 
ing, the money will remain in the 
New York bank where it is now 
placed.
